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Suppoſe there is few who have not heard of the famous Siege of 

Troy, once a renowned City in Aſia the Leſs, againſ}* which all 

the Power of Greece fought ten Years, e're they could ſubdue, 

| and utterly deſtroy it : But being now to write of the glorious 

Actions of the Nine Worthies of che World, whoſe famous Valour has 

made Men ſtand amazed, and tranſmitted their Names and worthy 

Deeds to Poſterity; I muſt, however, ſay ſomething of that War, 

which has employed ſo many Pens, Antient and Modern, to ſet 

forth the Life and noble Atchivements of the Every-renowned and 
Valiant He@or, the eldeſt Son of Priamus, King of Troy. 

This famous City, commanding once ſo many Realms in 4/7, 
ſtood on the Coaſt of the Agean-Sea, on the Aſian fide, near the 
Heleſpont, called now the Streight of Conſtantinople, over-againſt the 

; Cherſoneſus of Thrace, water'd by the famous Rivers Scamarder and 
Simors;, after changing his Name, till at length it was called 10inm 
and Troy, and was twice ſabdued by Hercules-3 and Priamuws, Son to 
| King Leomeder, and Heſtone his Daughter, were carried Captives in- 
to Greece ; the firſt of them was ranſonr'd, but the latter being very - 
beautiful, King Telamor, Father to Ajax, kept her for his Pleaſure, 
and would by no Entreaty conſent to reſtore her ; though Priamu; 
after the Death of his Father Zaomedor, coming to the Crown, ſent 
Antenor, one of his chief Nobles, to Telamor's Court, -to ſolicite her 
Delivery, by whom, and other Princes of the Greeks, he was diſ- 
miſſed with Scorn, and terrible Threats. But Priamw concluding 
himſelf now ſtrong enough to be revenged on the Greeks, for the 
Injury and Afﬀront done to him, in the detaining his Siſter, called 
his Sons and Nobles to Councel, laying the matter before them, and 
requiring Advice : All the Nobles approved of the Deſign ; but Hc- 
tor and Helenws, two of his Sons, perſwaded him from it, as an 
Attempt full of Danger; as likewiſe did Caſſandra his Daughter, 
who was a Propheteſs, and ever ſpoke Truth, but never could have 
- any Credit to be believed, However, the King being ſtedfaſtly bent 
_ on the matter, ordered his Son Pars, at whoſe Conception Queen 
Heents, his Mother, dreamed ſhe brought forth” a Fire-brand ot 
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ſet all Troy in a Flame, , was with is Brother" Dio p55 ſent. to Spay= 
ea, with many Ships and armed M n, where Kin Sh 97 ged, 

and there being entertained as Gael, they in ' Abſence Role a- 
way his Queen, the fair Helena, Daughter to Ledea, with many of 
her Ladie Ss; and laying the City waſt, brought * with them great 

Riches "to Troy-: - where Paris was married, as Yen had. promiſed 

him, ta Helena, the moſt beautiful Lady in | the World. 

King Meneleus no ſooner heard oh This, t-Injury done hit, but 
he conſulted with King Agamenmon his £ a Iher, and other Princes 
_ of Greece, who looking upon it as an inſufferable” Aﬀront-dohte to all. 
the Eſtates, reſolved upon a War, vowing once more to leyel the 
Walls of T; roy , appointing Agamennon General over. all the Forces. 
So with a thonſand Ships paſſed from Europe to Hſoa, and took Tene- 
dos, after a ſtout Reſiſtance made by the Trojans, who gariſoned 


the ſtrong Caſtle; then coming near the City, they Landed, but 


not without great *Effuſion of Blood on both fides, ſo that the Sea 
became red; for Heitor, who by his Father's Appointment, was' 
General of the Trojans, advancing to Succour his Men that fainted, 
with a mighty two-handed Sword, levelled all in his way, killing : 
King Proteſilaus, as he came with a huge force to ſtop his Fury ; and © 
ſoon after King Patarocleus, who came upon him with two thouſand 
Men, whoſe rich Armour he coveted to-take, but was hindred by 
King Menon, with a great Power; which King, after the Slaugh ter 
of Multitudes of his Men, he flew in Revenge of that Diſap pine ; 
ment, driving many of the c into the Sea: but at laſt, the 
ſtrong Achilles, Menelaus, AC | Hjax, 'Diomed, Ubſſes, Idu- 
- mes, and ather valiant Princes and ptains, getting on Shore, ſo 
encouraged their Men, that the Fight Ie; D exceeding bloody 
till Night parted. them, apd-then the"Trojans retired to the City. 
Early the next-Morning the Trojans took the Field, and found the 
Greeks .encamped. not far rom the.Gity, when. the Trumpets found» 
to Battle, -the two Armies joyged more furiouſly than before ; 
nd, Heftor ell on like an impetuous 'Starm, making whole Lanes of 
Dead before him, at every ſtroke giving Death, making Heads and 
Limbs to-fly about the Plain, till he came where King Humerxs 
 faught ſucceſsfully, him he encountered, and ſoon overthrew with 
_ the ſlaughter of moſt of his Men, apd pre forward, came where 
| Aciles and his Mirmydopy mace great eltruQtion, orerthrowig 
that ſtrong Champion, and ſlaying his jorſe, and had ſurely fla 
Achilles, had not his Men rulhed x violently to "his Shccour, a

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The Fomons Hiſtory of the Nint Worthies, _ 
this Day he had gained aſſured Vittory,' had he not met Ajax, 
4n the fierce. Encotnter, and knowing him, fpared his Life, and by 
him was perfwaded to a Seſſation of Arms for that time, and making 
a Truce, ſo that the Retreat was ſounded,. much againſt the Will 
of the Copquering Trojans; which Over-ſight, coſt him his Life, 


and the uctign of. his Family, with the Ruin of the City. 
The. Greeks having gained, a Tryce, . recruited with freſh. Forces, 
ſears their Fleet with Trenches, and after this, and ſome other 
dreadful "Battles, they plainly perceived, unleſs Heor-was lain, 
all their Hopes of winning Troy was in Vain, and that they ſhould 
rather periſh with their whole Army ;/they then held a Conſult how 
to bring it. to paſs by any meens; and 'in the Concluſion that Task 


_was.impoſed on Achiles, the Fierce? and Strongeſt of all the Greeks; 
who watched many  Oppottunittes, but' was as often worſted ana 


wounded in all the fair Encounters, and moſt of his Mirmydon3, 
the valianteſt of the Soldiers'ſlain ; till one Day, contrary to the 
Intreaty of his Wife 4ndromache, who dreamed if he went that Day, 
to the Field,” he would be ſlain, as alfo the King, and the Tears of 


his Mother and Siſters, hearing argerron, his natural Brother was 


flain, and the Trojans in Rout, - he armed, and defperately ruſhing 
on, flew a Multitude with his own Hand, and reſtored the Battle , 
but having taken a King in rich Armonr Priſoner, as he caſt his 
_ behind him, to lead him out of the Ranks, his Breaft being 
DBefenceleſs, Achilles ſuddenly'came upon him, inclofed him with his

Lexander from his many glorious Exploits and amazing Vito- 

_ ries, Sir-named, The Great, was the Son of Philip King of 
Aaceaon, by Olympins his Queen; this Philip before his Death brought 
all Greece under his Subjection, and intended to war on the Perſjan 
. Monarchy, then flouriſhing in Aſia, and Part of Africa, of vaſt 
Extent, governed by King' Darius ; but being ſlain before he put 
his Intendments in Exdcution, his Son Alexander aſfembled'the Gre- 
clan States at Corinth; and was by them choſen General of their 
Armies in his Father's ſtead ; but ſoonafter, by the Perſwaſion of *- 

Demoſthenes the Orator «corrupted with the Gold of Perſia, the Lace= | - 
demonians, Athenians, and Thebans revolted from him, and made *' 
al Alliance with Darius; but Alexander ſoon reduced them to Obe- 
dience, levelling the City of Thebes to the Ground, and (elling the 
Citizens for Slaves. 

Thus having ſettled his Affairs in Greece, and put to Death all 
thoſe ite ſuſpected could diſturd its Quiet in his Abſence, diſtributing 
his Treaſure amongſt his Commanders and Soldiers, reſerving no- 
thing but Hope of the World's Empire for himſelf, he paſled into 
Aſia Sith an Army of 30000 Foot, and 4500 Horſe, moſtly of Sol- 

/&fers who had ſerved his Father; which ſmall Number Darius ib 
much deſpiſed, that he ſent to his Lieutenant in the Leſſer Aſia, to-- 
tall upon ind deſtroy them, -but: to take Alexander alive, to ſcourge 
him, and ſend him bound. in Chains to Babylon, where he reſided. 
But it fell out much otherwiſe than he expected, for with his hand- 
ful of Men, he overthrew ſeveral Armies commanded by the Perfian 
Lieutenants, with almoſt incredible Slaughter, taking moſt of the 
| ſtrong Places in the Way as he marched, which rouzed King Darius 
from his Eaſe and Luxury of his: Court, to raiſe the whole Strength. 
of his Kingdom, in hopes todrive out an Enemy now grown ſo for- 
midable to him, and a mighty Battle was fought between the Plains- 
of Abraſium, where he overthrew an Army 600000 Perſians, with. 
the Loſs only of 9 Foot-men, and 100 Horſe-men, and taking exe. 
ceeding rich Plunder ; having bnried the Dead, and creed ſeve- 
ral Monuments in Token of his Victory, upon which a great Part of. 
Aſia ſubmitted to him. 

After this Battle, he marched to the City of Gordium, where in the 

__ Temple of Zpzer, he cut the GordianKnot in two, with Fs _ 


of which there went a Propheſic, That. Whoever. could. 
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 Hould be King of that Country ; and having garriſoned that City, 


marched on, but fearing to be entangled in the narrow- Paſſages of 
the huge Mountain Tawzs, he marched ſpeedily over it, his Foot 
marching five hundred Furlongs without Reſpite, and ſo he came to 
Turſus,' where being taken with the pleaſant River Cydnas, he plun- 
ged into it to cool and refreſh himſelf when hot, which cauſed an 
Agne-fit ; and when Phzlip his Phyſician preſented him a Portion, 
he took it boldly, though he had a Letter ſent him, that Philip was 
bribed by Darixs to poiſon him ; which Letter he delivered to Phi- 
lip, whilſt he was drinking the Potion, who read it undauntedly, 
and ſoon after Alexander recoyered. - | 

And now Darixs approached with a recruited Army of 300000 


' Foot, 160000 Horſe ; when Alexander enconraging his Soldiers, 
and extolling their Valonr, who had broke through ſo many Nati- 
-ons,. and been ever victorious, he cauſed the Charge to be ſounded, 


and the two Armies ruſhed together with great Fury and Violence ; 
but after a bloody Encounter, in which both Kings were wounded, 
the Perſians gave way, after 30000 Foot and 1ao00 Horſe were 


| lain, and 4000 taken Priſoners, with the Loſs of no more than 


130 Foot, and 150 Horſe of the Macedonians; and all Darins's 
Treaſure of Gold, Silver, Jewels, &c. fell into the Hands of 'the 
Vicors; and among the Captive, were the Mother, Wife, and 
two Daughters of Darizs, who fell on their Knees with piteous Cries 
before Alexander, expeRing no leſs. than Death, or worſe Treat- 
Mament ; but he kindly raiſed and comforted them, caufing them to be 
honouaably attended, and well-uſed ; and falling into Love with 


- the beauteons Barſione, one of the captive Ladies, he got a Son on 
her, whom he named Hercules : and after that married Statira, the 
_ eldeſt Daughter to Darius, giving Pari/atis to his dear Friend Heph- 


Fon ; and ſeizing on the Perfian Fleet, marched unto Syria, where 


I many of the Eaſtern Kings who had been tributary to Darizs, came 
| " and layed their Crowns at his Feet ; moſt of them, receiving them 


again as his Bounty, to be tributary under him. Then he paſled 
from Syria into Egypt, taking all the Cities in his Way : and ha- 
ving been reputed to be the Son of Jupiter Ammon, and not of King 
Philip, who had pant away his Mother upon her confefling 7upzter 


| - "came ig the Shape of a Dragon, and got him in the Abſence of Ph:- 
F 4p, he enquired of that, and other Events at the the Temple of 
Ammon, where the flattering Prieſts declared him to be the Son of 
 Fupiter Ammon ;, and that both. Vifories in all Wars, .and the Poſ- 


ſeſſion of all Lands were granted to hum ; charging his Followers to 
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together with the Luxury of ſs, utterly debauched his Virtues 
for complaining of which, Parmenio, one of his greateſt Captains, 


was by his Command flead alive, and his Son Philores flain. 


After this, he built-a City on the Sea-coaſt of Egypr, calling it © 
Alexandria, from his own \Name, and ſettled a Colony of Macedo- 


nians in it. And\here Darias writ to him to part his Empire with 
him, and that he ſhould freely enjoy his Part with his Daughter ; al- 
ſo_ he offered him a vaſt Sum to redeem his Mother, /Wife, and: 
Daughters; but he refuſed all, unleſs he would forFender up the 
whole Empire of Perſia: Upon which Dar:ss reſolving to try ano- 
ther Field, raiſed an Army of 400000 Foot; and 100000'Horſe ; 
but in -his March heard his Wife was dead, and that Alexander had 
buried her. very honourably, and wept at her Funeral, uſing the 
reſt very courteouſly ; which made him confeſs he was truly con- 
quered, ſince, after ſo many Battles, his Enemy had overcome hiar 
in Kindneſs; and that it was ſome Comfort to him in his Miſery, to 


be. ſubdued by ſo noble an Adverſary : However, another bloody 


Battle was fought on the Plains of Arbella, where the Perſians and- 
Scithians at firſt prevailed, and with barbarous Shouts run on the. 
Plunder ; but ſuddenly an Eagle hovering over the Head of Alex-- 
ander, if was taken by his Men as a Preſage of Victory, which re- 
viving their fainting Spirits, made them fall on fo deſperately, that 


with the Battle they won him the Empire of the Eaſt ; for Darize 
fiying, was taken by Neorbarzanes and, Beſſus, two of his own Prin- 


ces, bound in Chains, and laid on a Waggon, thinking with the 
Head of their King to purchaſe their own Conditions with Alexan- 
der ; but being hotly- purſued, they mortally Wounded: him, and: 
left his Body on the Land, where he expired, and/ was magnificeut-- 


ly buried by Alexander, who. took Poſftſſion of the PerGan Em-- | 


pire. 


Nations, and coming to the great Indian Sea, after he had over- 
come King Porus, who made a ſtout Refiſfance, he wept; becauſe, 


as he ſuppoſed; there were no more Countries to conquor-; and 1n+ 
his return, Kings ſubmitted every-where to him, and Theleſtas,,.

IF Ulins Ceſar, the great Roman Captain, and Emperour of the | 
J World, deſcended of the Julian Family, fo called from Fulius 
Aſcunius, the Son of eAreas of Troy, and Ce/ar, from his being cut 
from his Mother's Womb, began very early to climd» to the higheſt: 
Honours, being made Prieſt of Frpiter at ſixteen Years of Ape; 
2nd though he was grievouſly perſecuted by Sylz, who, foreſceing 
his riſing to Greatneſs, labour'd to deſtroy him ; often ſaying, 
There were many Mariuſes'ia that Boy, he eſcaped his Hands, and 
ſtudied at Rhodes under A. olon, the famous Orator, where he greiv 
ſo perfect, that on all Occaſions he had moving Words at Command, 
which mightily favoured his Purpoſe, and once appeas'd a Mutiny 
in his Army, when the Soldiers in their Rage and Fury ſought his 
Life, And having paſſed the Offices of Quneſtor in Spain, and Tri- 
bane of the People, he gained by his fair Speeches and Liberality 66 
much Love amoneglt the Vulgar, that they every-where cxtolled him 
to the Skies; eſpecially when he had ſucceſsfully fought apgaiaſt, 
and overthrown the Lientenants of 21:rhridates, King of Poatus, and 
turned many to their Alliance, who were wavering and ready to 
Revolt: And, to ſtrengthen his Alliance, he married Cornciin, 
Daughter to C:z4, who had been four times. Conſul ; by whom he 
 hag'a Daughter named Julia, after married to Poxipey the Great ; - 
* When coming to the Temple of H:rcrleg-and fecing the Statate of 
Alexander the Great, he wept, becauſe he had lived to bis Age, and 
had done nothing to compare with him : | And ever atter it: put ſuch 
an Aſpiring into his Mind, that he grew reftleS til} he ſubdace to

fiſtance, he gave vp the Ghoſt. Judas after his Father” s$ Death, took 


'on. him the full Command, and overthrew Anriochus bis Lieuterant 
of Samarin, and flew him w vith moſt of his Ar my, taking great Spoil. 
After this, Sero» Governour of Celo/yria, came: upon him with a 
great Army, when Judas encouraging his Men to truſt in God, who 
with a ſmall Force could ccnftound the Mighty, and to fight like 
valiant Men, he fel like a Tempeſt on the Gener al, and ina bloody 
Battle flew him and 8oo Syrians, getting great Spoil of their-Tents 
and Armour. Thele unex pected Defeats ſo enraged Antiochus, that 
he commanded- Ly/ias Governour of Egypr, to march with all the 
Power of that Country, and utterly deftsoy the Jews, or ſell them 


for Slaves to thoſe that would give moſt, andutterly to lay Jeru/a- 
Im waſt ; Upon this, Zy/ia raiſed a huge Army. and ſent them-under -. 


the leading of Prolomy, Nicanor and Georgias, three prime Captains, 


and Men of great Authority with the People: whereupon Jude and = 


his Men called on God for Aſſiſtance, proclaiming a Faſt, and hum- 
bling themſelves before him, and then fell upcn their Enemies with 
'great Fury, with only 3c<=o Men, ſo that he ſoon put them to the 
Rout, ccvering the Field with dead Bodies, and flew them in the 
Purſuit to the Plains of - /dumea, and then returned to the Spoil; 

and ſoon after overthrew Lyſ7 74s, who invaded Fudea with an Ar- 


my of 60000 Foot and 50co Horſe, with a mighty Slaughter, ſo _

Mind of his Captains, who deſired bim to retreat till he was better 
recruited, gave Battle, and the Jews fought like Lions, ſelling their -

flain many of the Enemies, weary with Killing, fainted, and fell to

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Rebuy of famous Renown -and Memory, the Worthy King of 
the Britains, of whom ſo many wonderful Stories are related, 
as likewiſe of his-valiant Knights of the Ronnd Table, was, accord- 
| ing to true Hiſtory, paſſing others over, the Son of Urer Pendragon, 


got on the fair /grene, Daughter to the Duke of Cornwat; and tho” 
he was born out of Wedlock, yet afterward Vter married his Mo- 
ther, and left him Heir to his Kingdom, tho” he hgd two Siſters, 

- one married to the King of the Scots, and the other to the King of 
the Pits; which Kings, were highly diſpleaſed, that Arthur, who 
was not Legitimate, ſhould ſucceed to the Crown in -bar of their 

' pretended Right; andithe Saxons, who a conſiderable time before 
had been called in by Forregern, under the Leading of their twc 

Captains, Hihgef7 and Horſa, as Aid againſt the Pitts and Scots, 
who miſerably harazed the Britains, when the Romans withdrew 
their Forces to {npport their tottering Empire, having of Servants 
forcibly poſleffed themfelves of moſt of the Eaft and Northern Parts 
of what is now called Erelend, Loch, the'Pictifh King who bad mar- 
ried theeldeft Siſter, finding he could not by his Ambilſaders pre- 
.»vail with the Britains to 2d mit tun their King, bat that they bad ac- 

cepted Arthar, they diſdaining to ſubmit-to a Stranger, -when they. . 
had ſo Valiant and Worthy a Native to defend them, *he joyned

Saxons to York, where he beſiged them ; but- Scarcety and Sickneſs 
growing in his Army, and hearing great Multitudes of 'Pi&s and 
Saxons, who had paſſed the Seas from Germany, under Occa their 
Captain, were coming to Relieve them, he broke up the Siege, 
and retired into Wales; but early in the Spring marched to London, 
and ſettling Aﬀairs with the Saxons of Kent, marched Northward, 
and oyWEhrew Colgern and Ocea, two Captains that were ravaging 
the Country, and took the City of. York, ſparing the Lives of the 
rpgatuqureyrar ar gravy a League with Loch King of Pits, where- 
it. was concluded, that ordred, Lotb's eldeſt Son, ſhould ſucceed 
Arthar, in the Kingdom of Bricain; and in the mean time with 
Joynt Forces help ta:expel the Saxons; and that 4A4ordred ſhould 
marry-the Deughter of Gawolum,, a noble Britain, and the Children 
to be brought up by the Grandfather in Britain.
